Permit the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to Fix Rates. 
Washington, May 19.—The principal 
purpose 
of the 
railroad 
rate 
bill 
passed by the senate is to permit the 
Interstate commerce commission to 
fix rates. 
The provision 
conferring 
tills authority is found in the fourth 
section of the bill which amends Sec­ 
tion 15 of the 
interstate commerce 
law so as to accomplish this result. 
That article directs the commission 
to investigate complaints 
of unjust 
and unreasonable charges on the part 
of the common carriers in the trans­ 
portation of persons or property or of 
regulations or of practices affecting 
such eliaiges. 
Ii also authorizes an inquiry as to 
whether the rates 
or practices are 
“unjustly 
discriminatory or 
unduly 
preferential or prejudicial 
or other­ 
wise in violation of the act,” and in 
case any of these conditions are found 
to exist, the commission is empowered 
to determ ine and prescribe what will 
be the just and reasonable maximum 
rate and what regulation or practice 
is just, reasonable and fair. 
Further 
authority is given tile commission to 
enforce its orders and they are to go 
into effect within thirty days and con­ 
tinue in force for 
two years u n l e s s 
suspended, modified or set aside by the 
commission 
or by a court 
of com­ 
petent jii:! -diction. 
Other powers conferred by this sec­ 
tion are; 
T * apportion joint 
fares, 
establish 
through routes and maxi­ 
mum joint rates and prescribe their 
division and to determ ine 
tile com­ 
pensation to be paid to shippers doing 
service for carriers. 


Provides Pecuniary Damages. 
Section 16 of the present, law is 
changed so as to 
provide pecuniary

to complainants 
found en­ 
titled, and 
in case payment

made promptly the beneficiary is au­ 
thorized to file suit in a United States 
circuit court.
